With him, too, perished a great deal of 
valuable local history concerning men. 
places and occasions of interest in our 
s‘ate. 

Asa friend and citizen, Judge Pee- 
ples was univerealiy beloved. His 
heart was arefuge where mal-ce never 
came, and bitterness was alier. to his 
niture. He had educated his con. 
science in the severest school of hon- 
esty, and no one who knew him will 
refuse to bear willing testimony to the 
sincerity of his intentions and the 
honesty of his belief in the right of 
whatever he did. And a kindlier, 
more charitable spirit one could 
hirdly have kaown. In _ its 
simp icity of manner, its generosity 
and elevating desires it was ever a 
a be eticent influence in social life 
and public intercourse. To his friends 
he was as loyal as friend could be, and 
there was no sacrifice he would not 
make to serve them. His lack of 
sv'fishness and his great self-abnega~ 
tion worked against his material in- 
terests an hundred times where he 
might have turaed circumstances to 
account, both in money and in posi-~

But this noble, christian gentleman. 
this accomplished lawyer and distin-

In-the memories of his fellow 
citizens he has left the fragrance of a 
beautiful life, refreshing for contem~ 
plation and ennobling for example.

JAMESC FLUOOD’S FORTUNE, 


The Story of a California Million- 
aire’s Wealth, as Toli by Himself. 


Fron the Evening Post. 

San Francisco, May 18.—John A. 
Sutter was indeed the hero of a revo'u- 
tion in the history of civilization. The 
first discoverer of the gold at the “Mil! 
Race is still living, and his is an ex- 
ample of the fate of those who, in 
adding to the wealth of nations, have 
impoverished themselves. He has still 
his unaudited claims before the gov- 
ernment for supplies furnished the 
army in those early days when by his 
means the infant settlement was pre- 
served from. the depredations of the 
Indians. It is now oply twenty-nine 
years since Sutter's men brought 
him a handful of glittering sand found 
in the mill sluice, and frum that day to 
the close of 1876 the product of gold 
and silver has been $1,147,000,000 in 
this state alone. Itisa common mis~ 
take to suppose that this production is 
regularly increasing. Far from it. 
From an interesting table of sta'istics 
compiled by the editor of the Commer- 
cial Herald it appears that the greatest 
vield was in 1853, namely, $68,000,000 
In 1875 it was the smallest since 1848, 
namely, $17,700,000, and this was in- 
creased dering the last year only $1,- 
300,000. 

To-day I met with James C. Flood, 
who has not heard ef the ‘'raid” of 
Fiood & O'Brien on the Bank of Cali- 
fornia and the tragic death of Ralston 
consequent upon that time of excite- 
ment!
